indeed. increase, there may be in the cost of 
transshipment, and incidentally the price to the 
ecnsumer, cannot at present be approximated 
with any degree of accuracy. This, at all 
events, is the opinion in Dublin. Arrange- 
ments with coal miners have to be considered, 
and foreign trade must also be borne in mind. 
So much uncertainty exists that the views of 
the most influential people in the coal trade iu 
England are being sought, and the Coal Com- 
mitvee of the Federation of British Industries

EXPECTED DEFICIT OF TEN 


THOUSAND POUNDS. 


f The Clonmel Asylum fitee yesterday 
discussed the financial itiomof the institu- 
tion. Dr. Harvey, R.M.8., staid that the 
County Council grants and the paying patients 
would enable them to clear their accounts up 
to the end of January, but there was no income 
to pay for the two following months, conse- 
quently there would be a deficit of about 
£10, The enormously high prices of food, 
big increases, and retrospective allowances in 
respect of staff pay, increased the working ex- 
penses. Wages increasel from £4, to 
£12,000, and the average cost of maintenance 
had risen from £24 to £60 per head. 

Members declared that 1920 was an abnormal 
year, and they had done better than they ex- 
pected. 

The bread contractor tendered for bread, on 
the condition that he would be paid for last 
November and December. The tender was not 
accepted. 


ARMAGH COUNTY COUNCIL’S 
FINANCES. 


AN EMBARRASSING SITUATION. 

At a special meeting of the Armagh County 
Council held yesterday, Mr. John Compton, 
D.L., presiding, the Secretary read correspon- 
dence that had passed between him and the 
Provincial Bank, Ltd., the Council’s treasurer, 
in which the benk refused an application for a 
loan of £100,000 to meet criminal injury de- 
crees. They refused to grant the loan, as other 
Councils would be looking for similar loans. 

On the motion of Mr. T. Hardy, J.P., 
seconded by Mr. Edward Cowdy,°D.L., the fol- 
lowing resolution was passed >—‘‘ That the at- 
tention of the Local Government Board he 
directed to the reply of the treasurer of this 
Council to an application by the Council for a 
loan in order to meet the criminal injury de- 
ereee umder the Act of 1920. That. as this 
means the immediate stoppage of all County 
Council business through no fault of the Coun- 
cil, we call on the Irish Government, who are 
responsible for the Act, and the Local Govern- 
ment Board, who apparently acquiesced in its 
terms, to show us how the business of the 
Council ean be carried on in the circumstances.”’

The announcement by the Secretary of Mines 
that the district coal and coke supply com- 
mittees are to be given discretion to allow 
without restriction ag to quantity or quality the 
export of coal, coke, and patent fuel aroused 
little interest on the Cardhf coal market on 
Monday. The opinion is held that this step 
in the direction of decontro] has been delayed 
too long. 
“ What,” said a coal exporter, “ is the use of 
telling us now that we are at liberty to export 
'as much coal as we like when we have no 
orders ? The biggest blunder ever made wae 
to limit the quantity of coal for export. This 
| policy lost us many of our foreign customers, 
|and then the miners came along with their 
|strike, and enabled the Americans to capture the 
European markets. The arrangement made by 
the Secretary of Mines will have no immediate 
effect on the market, but it may be regarded as 
the beginning of the end of a system which 
should have been abolished long ago. 

“ Meanwhile it is futile to talk of reducing 
the selling price of coal to 40s. f.o.b. The’ cost 
of producing a ton of coal varies very con- 
sklerably, but the lowest figure is well above 
40s. ‘There is ,in fact, every prospect, now 
that export prices have dropped, that the people 
of this country will be called upon in the near 
future to pay much more for their coal.”
